Accordingly, unless I hear a proposal to the 
contrary, I shall refer the application of Palestine to the 
Committee on the Admission of New Members for 
examination and report. 

As I hear no objection, it is so decided. 

I would propose that the Committee on the 
Admission of New Members meet on Friday, 
30 September 2011 at 10 a.m. in Conference Room 1 in 
the North Lawn Building to consider the application of 
Palestine for membership in the United Nations.
